International Reciprocity. 

There ure,per]mps,fow open questions 
-wliicli more deeply concern British 
Columbia and, as wo think, British 
America, than that of reciprocal com- 
mercial intercourse ^vith the United 
States. The older and more advanced 
'Provinces can go further and find new 
customers; but to British Columbia it 
is of the first importance that the near- 
est 111 ark nt should be opened to re- 
ceive her coal, lumber and other pro- 
ducts. | The question of reciprocal re- 
lations hotween the Dominion of Ca- 
nada and the United States came up 
in the House of ('ominous on the 3rd 
. ., ihst. Mr. Boctwoll having moved for 
rtll '., correspondence on tho subject, 
', Ui6 "Hon. Mr. Tilley said there was no 
' dqrr'e&pondonco between tho two Gov- 
ernments. The only documents at all 
. Rearing on it consisted of an address 
■■ "from tho National Board of Trade of 
the United Stateb to the Board of Trade 
of the Dominion, and which tho latter 
■body had forwarded to tho Government, 
Mr. Joly taunted tho Government with 
having thrown away all chance of ob- 
taining reciprocity by surrendering the 
fishery rights. This taunt brought the 
new Minister of Commons (Hon. Dr. 
Tupper) to his f eet, and the Opposi- 
tion doubtless regretted having given 
the provocation. Tho following very 
imperfect summary of his remarks will 
repay perusal : — 

Hon. Dr. Tupper said the House was 
aware of the great anxiety the Gov- 
ernment had ever shown to bring 
about an improved state of commercial 
relations between the United States 
and Canada. From tho hour that tho 
United States Government gave notice 
for tho abrogation of the Reciprocity 
Treaty there was nothing this Govern- 
ment could do in order to bring about 
a renewal of the reciprocal trade re- 
lations, to which so much importance 
was attached, that was left undone. 
He was proud to know that the fears 
entertained by the friends of Recipro- 
city throughout the Dominion as to 
the injurious effect the abrogation of 
that Treaty would have upon the in- 
terests of Canada had not been reali- 
zed. The evil resulting from the ab- 
rogation of that Treaty had been ac- 
companied by a counter-balancing good. 
Impulse had been given to tho trade of 
the country in every direction, and tho 
result had been to stimulate commercial 
enterprise to a considerable extent. Tho 
sentiment of tho Government, however, 
had always boon that the interests of 
Canada would bo promoted by tho es- 
tablishment of freeconimercialintorcourse 
botvreon tho two countries, and they had 
been true to that policy. In fact gentle- 
men opposite had often taunted this Gov- 
ernment with having forgotten what was 
due to themselves in advocating and sus- 
taining a policy loading to tho renewal of 
these commercial relations. When this 
treaty was abrogated the Government ad- 
opted tho policy of protecting ourPisher- 
ies, excluding Americans from our fishing 
grounds, and levying taxes upon the im- 
ports which under the treaty had come into 
Capadu free of duty. This policy was 
adopted mainly with u view to bring 
about a renewal of commercial reciprocity 
between the two countries which had been 
so advantageous to Canada as well as to 
the" United States. What was the course 
taken by lion, members opposite? "When 
the Government wos struggling to bring 
about this free commercial intercourse, 
at tho very moment when this Government 
bad a High Commissioner at Washington 
in conjunction with the Imperial High 
CommisBionors, struggling to obtain froe 
ingress for tho imports of Canada into 
tho markets of tho United States, when tho 
first Minister of tho Crown of Canada was 
making a noblo struggle with every pros- 
pect of succeeding, to onable the products 
of tho Dominion to get freer into the 
United States, when tho interests of re- 
ciprocal trade between Canada and the 
United States were trembling in the bal- 
ance, lion, gentlemen opposite forgot what 
was duo to themselvos — (cheers) — forgot 
■what was duo to tho interests of Canada, 
and struck down by a blow tho arm that 
was lifted and was struggling to obtain 
iroo trado between tho two countries. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Holton said the lion, gentle- 
man had no right to characterize the action 
of this Parliament in that way. 

Hon.Mr.Tupporsaidho was not speaking 
of tho present Parliament, but of a psssed 
Parliament; but ho would take care not to 
use words that could bo placed alongside 
tho terms of obloquy and contempt which 
hon, gentlemen opposite had heaped upon 
the last Parliament of Canada. Tho 
strength of this Government lay in tho 
fact that there was no effort in relation to 
this matter that thoy could have made, 
or could have asked Parliament to sustain 
them in making, that thoy had not used 
to the utmost of their power; and in the 
faco of this the hon. member for Lotbin- 
iero dared to make the statement which he 
had made! When tho attempt to obtain 
a froe entrance for the agricultural produ- 
ce of Canada into the United States was 
frustrated by the action of the last Par- 
liament, the Government, finding that 
what Canada could use for this object had 
been swept away, endeavored by tho ad- 
option of tho "Washington Treaty to allay 
the political animosity which had booh 
excited in tho minds of our American 
neighbours, and so ultimately to bring 
about reciprocal trade. He alluded with 
pride to the fact that tho bon. gentleman 
who now represented the Western Divi- 
sion of tho great metropolis of this Do- 
minion, together, ho believed, with the 
member for Chatoauguey, took tho ground 
from the outset that the interests of Ca- 
nada required tho adoption of that Treaty, 
by which alono thoy hoped to bring aboiit 
a feeling hotween tho two countries which 
would lead to tho renewal of tho commer- 
cial relations which he believed would bo- 
Befit both tho United States and Canada. 
Tho result of the action of the Govern- 
ment in this matter had boon that in a 
country whoro nothing bad existed but 
undisguised and unmitigated hostility to 
tho renewal of these commercial relations. 



already all was changed. Congress had 
not risen without knowing that a different 
sentiment pervaded that body from that 
which had formerly animated it, by large- 
lv reducing the duties on a number of 
the staple imports of this Dominion into 
United States. That was followed up by 
a declaration of tho National Board of 
Trade representing tho commercial senti- 
ment of tho United States, and tho mem- 
ber for Montreal had stated to tho Do- 
minion Board of Trado that a spirit was 
now evinced and a sentiment pervaded the 
public mind of tho United States that 
bade fair to bring about at an early day- 
all that Canada could desire in the respect 
of reciprocal trado relations between the 
two countries. Tho National Board of 
Trade had appointed a Commission to act 
with another Commissioner appointed by 
tho Imperial Government and Canada 
with a view of bringing about freer com- 
mercial intercourse, and tho representa- 
tive of the commerce of Canada, instead 
of taking tho viow of tho member for Lot- 
bineiore had memorialized this Govern- 
ment to apply to tho Crown to appoint a 
Commissioner to act with tho United 
States. The Government had already put 
upon record in their answer to these gen- 
tlemen their sentiments in relation to 
to freer commercial intercourse between 
Canada and the United Statos. So soon 
as that Government took tho stop prayed 
for by tho National Board of Trado, the 
Government of Canada would take into 
its most favorable consideration tho means 
by which they could carry out their wishes. 
The hon gentleman concluded amid loud 
cheers.

Notwithstanding tho persistent efTort.s 
of tho Government organ to cast ridicule 
anil discredit upon the election of a Mu- 
nicipal Councillor in place of Mr. Ttobin- 
Bon, from eighty to ninety ratepayers as- 
sembled at the City Council Chambers 
yesterday morning to take part in the pro- 
ceedings.

Tho Clork — I'm not going to answer 
any more questions. 

Mr. McMillan —Do you mean to soy 
that you won't answer any pertinent ques- 
tions that may be put to you? 

Mr. A. MoLeau, J. P., here came for- 
ward and snid that this was the first time 
he had appeared before tho electors as a 
nominator, and lie did not intend to offer 
for thoir votes a second-class man. He 
bad groat pleasure, therefore, in bringing 
forward Mr. Charles Morton (cheers) as a 
fit and propor person and a perfectly in- 
dependent man. (Cheers.) 

Mr. James Burns seconded, 

Mr. McMillan hero mounted tho table 
and was greeted with a cry of " Go it, 
Horace !" evidently an allusion to tho 
Horace Greoley hat that ho wore. Mr. 
McMillan said that he came before them 
to nominate a gentleman who had beon 
long a resident of tho City, was a largo 
property-holder, and an honest, capable 
citizen— ono who would look after his 
(Mr. McM's) own interests. 

Mr. Brodrick— You moan tho Public's 
interests. (A laugh.) 

Mr. McMillan— I mean my interests. I 
am speaking as a ratepayer, and, of course, 
inv interests are tho Public's. I nominate 
jir. Josoph Gosnell. 

A voice— He's "all right" on tho Sun- 
day Law, I suppose. 

Mr. McMillan— I should ho very sorry 
to nominate any man who was not "all 
right" on the Sunday Law or any other 
law. My conviction is that the election 
is illegal and that, if it takes place, it will 
"bo upset. 

A voico— Oh, you've heeu across James 
Bay to-day. (Cheors and laughter.) 

The Clerk took the opportunity of stat- 
ing that the election was not illegal. 

A voice— Take the show of hands. 
Don't you see that tho electors are in a 
hurry to get to their dinners. (Laughter) 

A show of hands being taken resulted 
in G2 for Morton and 1 (Mr. McMillan) 
iov Gosnell. 

Tho show of hands being declared m 
tfavor of Mr. Morton, Mr. McMillan said 
lio saw that a contest would ho hopeless 
and declined to ask a poll. 

Mr. Morton was then declarod duly 
elected amid deafening cheers. 

Mr. Morton said that he had resided 
eleven yours in the Province and had not 
appeared before the citizens on any pre- 
Tious occasion; but tho time had at length 
arrived when every citizen must take his 
turn in shouldering tho public burthen; 
Shear) and as ho had been asked to come 
,s>iffc by many influential citizens, ho felt 
•Ahafc to decline would be to shirk a grave 
pub3(£ duty, (cheers.) He thanked the

Is an Indian War Impend 

ing_? 

Alliance of tho Indians of Vanoouver 
Island. 

Many old settlers — men who wero in 
the Hudson Bay Company's service many 
years, who thoroughly understand' the In- L/ 
dian language, charaoter and habits— are * 
apprehensive of grave difficulties,- if not 
actual war with the Indian tribes inhabit- 
ing this Island from Victoria to I'ort Ru- 
pert. Tho tribes know as well as the 
whites that they hnvo changod masters. 
They know that tho country has beon 
transferred, and that instead of looking to 
the representatives of " King Georgo" 
for the redress of thoir grievances or pay- 
ment for thoir lands, they must look to 
comparative strangers. Tho Indians liv- 
ing near Victoria were paid for thoir 
lands; but tho Cowichans, Nanaimoans, 
Port Ruperts and other tribes have never 
received a penny in return for the broad 
acres which the old Colonial Government 
alionatod from them. Of promises they 
have had a surfeit; but of blankets, or 
treacle, or chicamun tho supply has beon 
indood meagre. Somo time ago a propo- 
sition was mooted to remove tho Indians 
from tho resorve oppoaito this city. They 
objected to ho removed amd tho matter 
rests for tho present. It is rumored that 
since that proposition was made the Song- 
ish Indians, who inhabit the reserve, 
linvo formed an nllianee with the Easff 
Coast tribos and that tho allied tribes are 
now as thoroughly organized as it'is pos- 
sible for any race who have mado up 
their minds to fight for their homes to he. 
The signal for the uprising will bo an 
attempt to dispossess tho Songish Indians! 
Tho East Coast Indians, too, have viewed 
with feelings of satisfaction the withdraw- 
al of even tho faintest semblaneo of au- 
thority from tho East Coast and have be- 
come insolent and overbearing. Thoy 
know that thero are now no constables in 
the different districts, and they have 
brought themselves to believo that law 
and order, and hanging, and skookum 
houses aro "played out," and that they 
have but to make ono bold strike to free 
themselvos from the control and prosence 
of tho whites forever. Of eourso, we 
whites know that the Indians can never 
shake us off. But tho Indians are of a 
different mind. "Wero not the Modocs, 
who have just inaugurated ono of the 
bloodiest of the many Indian wars that 
have reddened the soil of this continent, 
told that the whole power of the United 
States Government would ba brought to 
boar to reduce them to submission, and 
did they not murder tho men who went 
to treat" with them '? In their blind ig- 
norance and rage they spurned the 
good advice of truo friends and a war of 
extermination is now in progress. Sad 
indeed would it be wero such terrible 
scenes to transpire on British soil; but 
sadder still would bo tho fate, at the 
hands of a misgoverned and out- 
raged people, of the men whose wioked 
imbacility, criminal indifference, chronic 
laziness, and stolid disregard of the lives 
and proporty of subjects entrusted to 
their caro, had neglected to provide 
the commonest means for the prevention 
of the outbreak. Wo may say that our 
information as to the alliance of all tho 
tribes and its object is dorived from the 
very best authority — from men whoso 
knowlodgo of the subject cannot be ques- 
tioned. 



Severe. — Sir John A. Macdonald's or- 
gan (the Toronto Mail) is very sovoro 
upon tho opposition. In its issue of the 
4th it says: "Yesterday was an ntra dies 
for tho Grits of the city. It was the anni- 
versary of tho capture of Jerusalem by 
Ptolemy Soter, and the Toronto "Reform- 
ers" observed it like austere Israelites.

Central and South America- 

PERU. 

On the Gth ultimo, a loan was concluded 
between tho Government of Peru and the 
houso of Dryfus & Co., for a loan of £3G,- 
800.000. A leading partner of tho firm 
has gone to Europe for the purpose of 
personally superintending itstiegotintion. 
Peru will, with this addition to her finan- 
cial ability, consolidate all of hor foreign 
obligations into ono, and, following tho 
example of the United States,. so regulate 
her bonds that, by redeeming somo, tho 
interest on tho total amount may ho as- 
similated. 

GUATEMALA. 

A lottor dated Guatemeln, Feb. 21st, 
1873, gives the following: On the 11th 
President Granados, delegated his power 
to Don Rufiuo Barrios. 

On tho same day the rebels, to tho num- 
ber of 300, attacked F.scuintla at about 
half-past one in the afternoon, and after a 
sharp fight till six o'clock took possession 
of tho barracks, prison and church, and 
drove out the garrison and liberated tho 
prisoners. They wounded the command- 
ant Don Martin Barrunda. two other 
officers and seven soldiers, and killed one 
officer and eight soldiers, losing them- 
selves five killod and about sixteen wound- 
ed. 

On tho 12th Don Itufino Barrios issued 
a decree placing the whole Republic in a 
state of seige. He also published a pro- 
clamation conceding the rebels fifteen 
days, in which time they might present 
themselves and receive fo'rgivoness. 

COSTA IlK'A. 

From tho Slar und Herald Punta Arenas 
correspondence of March 4th, tho annex- 
ed is clipped:

The Guatemala papers of the 27th n It. 
which have come to hand speak of their 
neighbor, San Salvador, as continuing to 
progress. As a proof we aro informed 
that tho imports for 1872 amounted to 
about S3, 000 and, the exports to 83,800,- 
000. 

Disraeli's Quarrel with 
O'Coimell 

Disraeli's quarrel with O'Connell 
forms a notable event in his career. 
Speaking at Taunton, lie recanted his 
Radical faith, anil made O'Connell the 
special object of his attack, using with 
unsparing profusion the epithets, "in- 
cendiary," "traitor," "liar in action and 
word,"&c. Shortly after, O'Connell, 
iu the course of one of his Conciliation 
Hall addresses, retorted on his assail- 
ant. Tho following is the final and 
most piquant passage of O'Connell 's 
pungent attack: 

"Thero is i habit of underrating that 
great ai d oppressed nation, the Jews. 
They are cruelly persecuted by people 
calling themselves Christians. * * * I 
have the happiness to bo acquainted 
with some Jewish families in London, 
and among them more accomplished 
ladies or more humane, cordial, high- 
minded, or better educated gentlemen 
I never met. It will not be supposed , 
therefore, that when I speak of Disraeli 
as the descendent of a Jew I mean to 
tarnish him on that account. They 
wero onee the chosen people of God. 
There were miscreants among thom, 
however, also, and it must certainly be 
from one of these that Disraeli descend- 
ed. He profeesos just the qualities of 
the impenitent thief who died upon the 
cross, whose name I verily believe 
must ha^e been Disraeli. For aught I 
know the present Disraeli is descend- 
ed from him, and with tho impression 
that he is I now forgive the heir-at-law 
of the blasphemous thief who died 
upon the cross." 

Disraeli was greatly irritated by this 
attack, sent a challenge to O'Counell's 
son Morgan, and made a bitter reply 
in tho "London Times."
